Under the plan (1) Egypt 
will let the truce group put

Israel will remove all its mili- | 
tary forces, obstacles and mines | 
from the zone. 


Hammarskjold Plan. 

Hammarskjold's proposals 
were worked out after talks 
with the Western Big Three and 
Maj.

Hammarskjold. who is making 
a world tour, told a press con- 
ference here yesterday he still 
believes a general Palestine 
settlement can be reached.

In Damascus, meanwhile, a 
high Syrian source said Gen. 
Burns has asked Syria and Is- 
rael to accept a cease-fire 
agreement in the Sea of Gali- 
lee area. 

That region was the scene of 
attack by Israeli forces on Syri- 
an outposts Dec. 11 in which 
56 Syrians and six Israelis were 
killed. The U.N. Security Coun- 
cil unanimously condemned Is- 
rael for the attack and warned 
that the U.N. may use its pow- 
ers of punishment if such at- 
tacks continued.

bill from Congress without any 
segregation riders.

Truman suggests in his 
memoirs that Baruch’s real con- 
cern, in considering the ap- 
pointment, was “whether he 
would receive personal recogni- 
tion.” 

Baruch recounts that when 
the question arose as to who 
was to draft a policy, Truman 
“made this exact and perhaps 
characteristic reply, ‘Hell, you

be a policy approved by me.” 

Statement by Baruch. 

Saruch’s statement follows: 

“Thank you for calling my 
attention to. these excerpts.

“When the full story 
drafting of our atomic energy 
proposals is made public, 1n- 
cluding all and not part of the 
facts in Mr. Truman's posses-

“Mr. Truman may. have been 
anxious, as ke indicates in this 
article, to enlist my aid in a 
difficult political situation. But 
my only duty both, to the Presi- 
dent and the American people 
was to advocate the safest and 
soundest proposals for the con- 
trol of atomic energy that could 
be devised. That was mv sole 
consideration when, in my sev- 
enty-sixth year, I agreed to rep- 
resent the United States on the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission 

“The question as to who was 
to draft a policy arose when 
Mr. Truman and I discussed 
m¥ assignment. Far from read- 
ing me a lecture on the respon- 
sibilities of the Presidency, as 
your excerpt narrates, Mr. Tru- 
man made this exact and per- 
haps characteristic reply, ‘Hell, 
you are.’ 

‘Expression of Reliance.’ 

“I understand this remark as 
an expression of his reliance 
upon me to give him my best 
advice as to what our policy 
should be. I appreciated fully 
that the final decision must 
come from the President. Mr 
Truman’s concern to safeguard 
the powers of the Presidency is 
no greater than my own. 

“And so when my associates 
and I had completed a state- 
ment containing a recom- 
mended policy for the interna- 
tional control of atomic energy. 
I submitted it first to Secretary 
of State Byrnes who approved 
it and then, accompanied by 
Mr. Byrnes, took the document 
to Mr. Truman. I asked him to 
read it in my presence so that 
I could be sure that he under- 
stood fully each proposal down 
to the smallest detail and that 
each point had his complete 
approval 

“Mr, Truman read the docu- 
ment. He did not change a 
word. He initialed each para- 
graph. At the end he wrote out 
his formal approval and signed 
lt.

HE creation of the National Security Council (in 
¥ ise added a badly needed new facility to the 

government. This was now the place in the gov- 
ernment where military, diplomatic and resources 
problems could be studied and continually appraised. 
This new organization gave us a running balance and 
a perpetual inventory of where we stood and where 
we were going on all strategic questions affecting | 
the national security. | 


The National Security Council originally was set 
up with seven members. The original members of the 
Council, in addition to myself, were Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall, Secretary of Defense James 
V. Forrestal, Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington, Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. Royall, 
Secretary of the Navy John L. Sullivan, and the chair- 
man of the National Securities Resources Board, Ar- 
thur M. Hill. 

In 1949 I asked the Congress to make a change in the 
membership of the Council, and it has since been composed 
of the President, the Vice President (added to the list by the 
Senate), the Secretaries of State and Defense, the chair- 
man of the N.S.R.B., and the President has now statutory 
authority to add such other heads of executive departments 
as he may want there. 

There was a tendency at first for the members to bring 
along a needlessly large number of advisers and assistants. 
It became necessary for me to order in July, 1950, that the 
number of persons in attendance should be held down to those 
designated by law and only such others as were approved by 
me or necessary for a particular discussion. 


Only for Recommendations to Be Worked Out. 


I was gfatified that Congress acted on my recommenda- 
tion to provide a central place in the Executive Department 
for the study of policy problems. ._I used the National Se- 
curity Council only as a place for recommendations to be 
worked out. Like the Cabinet, the Council does not make 
decisions. The policy itself has to come down from the 
President, as all final decisions have to be made by him.

Even 
when the President sits as chairman in the meeting of the 
National Security Council and indicates agreement, nothing is 
final until the Council formally submits a document to the 
President. The document states that the Council met and 
recommended such and such an action “which met with your 
approval.” When the President signs this document, the 
recommendation then becomes a part of the policy of the 
government. 

The National Security Council built a small but highly 
competent permanent staff which was selected for its objec- 
tivity and lack of political ties. It was our plan that the 
staff should serve as a continuing organization regardless of 
what administration was in power, for it is vitally important 
to the national security program that the staff working on the

program should be continuous. 


How the C.I.A. Operates. 


Tied in with the National Security Council staff, as an 
adjunct, is the Central Intelligence Agency, which operates 
in this way: Each time the Council is about to consider a 
certain policy—let us say a policy having to do with South- 
east Asia—it immediately calls upon the C.I.A. to present an 
estimate of the effects such a policy is likely to have. The 
Director of the C.I.A. sits with the «staff of the National 
Security Council and continually informs as they go along. 
The estimates he submits represents the judgment of the 
C.1A. and a cross section of the judgments of all the ad- 
visory councils of the C.I.A. These are G-2, A-2, the O.N.1,, 
the State Department, the F.B.I. and the Director of Intel- 
ligence of the A.E.C. The Secretary of State then makes 
the final recommendation of policy, and the President makes 
the final decision. 

A President has to know what is going on all around 
the world in order to be ready to act when action is needed. 
The President must have all the facts which may affect the 
foreign policy or the military policy of the United States. 
Of course, he must know what is going on at home, because 
the attitude of the people of the United States, who, in the 
final analysis, are the government, must be favorable to any 
action he takes. 

Before 1946 such information as the President needed 
was being collected in several different places in the gov- 
ernment. The War Department had an Intelligence Divi- 
sion—G-2—and the Navy had an intelligence set-up of its 
own—the O.N.I. The Department of State, on the one hand, 
got its information through diplomatic channels, while the 
Treasury and the Departments of Commerce and Agricul- 
ture each had channels for gathering information from dif- 
ferent parts of the world—on monetary, economic and 
agricultural matters. 

During World War II the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion had some operations abroad; and, in addition, the Office 
of Strategic Services, which was set up by President Roose- 
velt during the war and placed under the direction of Gen- 
eral William J. Donovan, operated abroad to gather informa- 
tion. 

Pearl Harbor Might Have Been Prevented. 


This scattered method of getting information for the 
various departments of the government first struck me as 


being badly organized when I was in the Senate. Our Senate 
committees, hearing witnesses from the executive depart- 


ments, were often struck by the fact that different agencies of 
the government came up with different and conflicting facts 
on similar subjects. It was not at first apparent that this 
was due to the unco-ordinated methods for obtaining infor- 
mation. Since then, however, I have often thought that if 
there had been something like co-ordination of information 
in the government, it would have been more difficult, if not 
impossible, for the Japanese to succeed in the sneak attack at 
Pearl Harbor. In those days the military did not know every- 
thing the State Departmept knew, and the diplomats did not 
have access to all the Army and Navy knew. The Army and 
the Navy, in fact, had only a very informal arrangement to 
keep each other informed as to their plans. 

In other words, there had never been much attention 
paid to any centralized intelligence organization in our gov- 
ernment. Apparently, the United States saw no need for a 
really: comprehensive system of foreign intelligence until 
World War II placed American fighting men on the conti- 
nents of Europe, Asia and Africa and on the islands of the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. 

The war taught us this lesson—that we had to collect 
intelligence in a manner that would make the information

Too Much Purple and Rose 


We began protesting during the Truman Ad- 
ministration against the conversion of the Presi- 
dent's Economic Report into a cross between 
a blue-sky stock prospectus and a purple-prose 
political tract. We are still protesting. For it 
is a sad duty to record once more that no im- 
provement in the character of the Report has 
taken place under the Eisenhower Administration. 

As pointed out by Raymond P. Brandt, chief 
Washington correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
the Economic Report published Tuesday is part 
of the Eisenhower Republican platform for this 
year’s election, and as such a handbook for Re- 
publican orators. Undoubtedly it would perform 
these same functions for the Democrats were 
they in power, for it began to take on its am- 
bivalent character during the Truman years. 

And so the Report resounds with phrases like 
“cherished goals of our society strength 
and resiliency . broken through to new and 
higher ground the qualities of the Ameri- 
can people . fiscal integrity . high and 
rising levels of economic activity great 
opportunities ahead.” 

And so the Report can in one section laud its 
sponsors for “lightening the burden of taxes,” 
and in another section laud them for “holding 
the tax line.” 

It can take credit for “restricting public ex- 
penditures” without telling the whole truth that 
all the economies have been made in defense 
and foreign spending, and that the latest budget 
actually increases expenditures instead of 
stricting them 

It can rip out 15 rhetorical rahs and a tiger 
for the Administration's “attacking fundamental 
causes of weakness in the farm situation,” and 
at the same time call for action to correct “a 
continuing imbalance between farm output and 
its ultimate disposition’’—all without ever com- 
ing right out and stating the truth, which is 
that the farm economy Is in seriéus trouble, and 
getting no better 

The Economic Report still has great value in 
that it brings together in handy form the vital 
statistics of our economic life. Behind the Re- 
port lies the month-to-month work of the Council 
of Economic Advisers, and this too has. great 
value for a government which has accepted the 
responsibility for maintaining a healthy national 
economy. 

But why must these worthy objects carry such 
a heavy ornamental overlay of politics and se- 
mantics? In the end, the consequence of so 
much hocus-pocus must surely be a general 
disrespect for both Report and Advisers. 
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The Right Decision on Bonds 

The vote on the Missourl bond issue was ex 
ceptionally light. But had it been heavy 
probability is that the result would have been 
the same—overwhelming approval for a $75.- 
000,000 bond issue to finance new buildings at 
the educational, hospital and penal institutions 

The needs at all of these institutions are so 
obvious that the citizens of Missouri could not 
conscientiously overlook them 

Now that the people have done their part, ft 
is up to Gov. Donnelly and the General As- 
sembly to move promptly in discharging their 
responsibilities. Gov. Donnelly is to summon 
a special session soon to decide on distribution 
of the funds among the various institutions. 

The decision should have been made before 
the issue was submitted to the voters. Now, 
we see no reason why it should not be made 
promptly and fully at the special session. To 
postpone some of the appropriations until next 
year, as some of the legislators are talking of 
doing, might only invite protracted log-rolling 
over who gets what. 
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Where Inquiry Is Overdue 

We suspect that a great many St. Louis county 
taxpayers were more than happy to hear that 
Circuit Judge Weinstein has charged the incom- 
ing grand jury with an investigation of the coun- 
ty’s assessment mess. Such an inquiry is long 
overdue, and Judge Weinstein is to be com- 
mended for seeing to it that this jury wears no 
blinders where this subject is concerned. 

For close to a year now county officials from 
Supervisor Matthews on down have freely ad- 
mitted that the assessment rolls were shot 
through with inequities. And as a result of the 
blanket increase in valuations put in effect last 
fall, these inequities have been compounded. The 
people have a right to know what their Assessor 
has been up to, if anything. 

Judge Weinstein also raised a few questions 
that are worth close attention. He referred in his 
charge, for éxample, to “personalized assess- 
ments.” If there have beén any of these they 
ought to be brought into the open. He also 
pointed out that Assessor Deuser’s office has 60 
per cent more workers than an assessor's of: 
fice in another Missouri county, which takes in 
a larger area, has more residents, and has a 50 
per cent greater total of assessed valuation. Evi- 
dently he meant Jackson county, which includes 
Kansas City. How does that happen? 

County residents who are carrying more than 
their rightful share of the tax load will want to 
know why the assessment mess was permitted 
to develop in the first place. If Assessor Deuser 
was performing his sworn duties during his four 
straight four-year terms, how could it? What has 
Mr. Deuser been doing”? How did he spend the 
$383,565 that w appropriated for his office 
last ”’ The Assessor aside, did no one else 
in the courthouse care that some taxpayers were 
being gouged at the expense of others” 

The grand jury can perform a most useful pub- 
lic service by a searching examination into the 
causes of the assessment difficulties. 
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The Task Ahead for Scientists 

A warning on national defense that should be 
widely heeded is contained in the annual report 
of the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
naulics which President Eisenhower sent to Con- 
gress on Monday. It declared that “our national 
security may well depend” “esearch in atomic 
energy for aircraft propulsion and in developing 
intercontinental missiles, 

It was only two weeks ago that Gen. Maxwell 
D. Taylor, Army Chief of Staff, said that it was 
now a matter of “national necessity” that Ameri- 
ca achieve as soon as possible a ballistic missile 
with a 1500-mile range. And just about the same 
time, Rear Adm. Hyman G. Rickover, who did 
so much to develop the atomic-powered subma- 
rine, warned that the time lag between invention 
and production of new weapons might well be 
the determining factor in the unfortunate event 
of a war. 

The unveiling at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology Lincoln laboratory last week of 
the hitherto top secret electronic braii, which 
is designed to ward off any surprise aerial at- 
tack, may well give rise to the feeling that this 
nation is right on its toes and quite safe. But 
there have been too many warfiings from Ameri- 
can scientists that whatever can be developed 


on 


here can also be speedily developed in Russia. 
Wonderful as the great digital computer of the 
Lincoln laboratory Is, it is wef to remember that 
Russia was not far behind in the atomic and hv- 
drogen bomb race and that it is still an open 
question as to whether her air force is ahead of 
our Air Force. Moscow may well have her own 
digital computers. The best safety lies in push- 
ing scientific progress with utmost diligence un- 
til world disarmament becomes a reality. 
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Symington on Consumer's Side 

A few days ago we printed an editorial con- 
cerning the position of the Senators from Mis- 
sourt and Illinois with respect to the Harris- 
Fulbright bill to exempt natural gas from federal 
regulation at the wellhead. The gist of it was 
to note that Senator Hennings had strongly de- 
clared himself on the side of the consumer in 
a Statement issued from his office and that Sen- 
ator Douglas was one of the leaders in the fight 
against the exemption. The editorial then in- 
quired as to whether Senators Svmington and 
Dirksen might perhaps join the battle against 
the bill 

We are glad to report that Senator Symington 
has called our attention to his asserted and re- 
corded opposition to the bill. The Missouri Sena- 
tor has sent us copies of correspondence with a 
resident of St. Joseph who repeated an errone- 
ous statement that both Senators Symington and 
Hennings were “for the Harris-Fulbright bill.” 
The correspondence shows that Senator Syming- 
ton wrote the St. Joseph voter on Jan. 16: 
“Neither Senator Hennings nor I have ever 
Stated that we were for the bill. Only last week 
both of us were asked by the press in Spring- 
field, Mo., where we stood on this bill. Both of 
us said we were against it.” 

In support of this, Senator Symington cites a 
Washington dispatch of the Kansas City Star 
(Jan. 17) which said that both Missouri Senators 
were “against the bill.” And on Dec. 29, Edward 
F. Woods reported from our Washington Bureau 
that Senators Hennings and Symington were 
among those who sould be counted on for “all- 
the-way support” for keeping federal regulation 
in force 

Senator Symington explains that he has made 
no speech on this subject in the Senate because 
he has been centering his attention and efforts 
currently on the “incredible defense situation,” 
“accentuated” by the protests against “po- 
litical control” of defense policies by retired 
Gen. Ridgway, former Chief of Staff. In any 
case, Senator Symington’s natural gas position 
is simply stated. He is opposed to exempting gas 
from federal regulation. He can be expected to 
vote on the consumer's side when the roll is 
called on the Harris-Fulbright bill.

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\ Plea for Competition 

St. Louis is making a determined effort to im- 
prove its air service. As one step, the metropoli- 
tan Chamber of Commerce has petitioned the 
Civil Aeronautics Board for compétitive non-stop 
flights to New York. 

At present Trans World Airlines offers three 
excellent non-stop flights daily to New York, but 
these are the only direct flights from the na- 
tion’s ninth largest city to its major metropolis. 
Both American and Eastern Air Lines are re- 
quired to make stops on the way to New York, 
the former at Chicago and the latter at Wash- 
ington. 


Is this fair? The Chamber of Commerce points 
out that the CAB has authorized all three airlines 
to provide non-stop service from Louisville to 
New York. Yet the Chamber says the Louisville 
market for this service, estimated at 50,000 pas- 
sengers a year,.is about half of the St. Louis 
market. In fact, the Chamber adds, the St. Louis- 
New York route generates more long-haul pas- 
sengers than any similar route without competi- 
tive service. 

Unless the CAB can disprove the Chamber's 
arguments, the federal agency ought to tell St. 
Louis why air line competition is good for one 
area and not another, and why St. Louis should 
be denied the benefits of competition already 
granted to a smaller city.

Mr. President, {in our historical tra- 
dition, no area of American life has 
been more firmly held beyond the lim- 
its of governmental concern than the 
means of expression secured by the 
First Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States—the rights of free 
expression, whether religious or secu- 
lar, by speech or by the press. 

In recent days, there has been wide- 
spread concern over a congressional ip- 
vestigation which, in the face of this 
heritage, has ap- 
peared to claim a 
congressional con- 
cern with the last 
named of these — 
the press. Mr. Pres- 
ident, as one who 
has been a journal- 
ist and a writer 
throughout his 
adult life, I  be- 
lieve the time has 
come for a brief 
statement about 
the necessity of 
preserving the free- 
dom of the press. 

Investigation, like 
legislation, cannot be justified merely 
by the existence of some technically 
adequate source of power, some pos- 
sible theory of legality. No doubt, Con- 
gress can and does often legislate in 
areas which affect the press News- 
papers are businesses. They pay taxes; 
they use the mails; they engage in col- 
lective bargaining. 
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Under Open-Book Charges 


But if Congress begins to seek in- 
formation on the characteristics and 
background of journalists and other 
newspaper personnel, we move onto 
dangerous ground. 

Of course, Mr. President, 
ings which have recently been con- 
cluded, but which may be revived soon, 
I understand, have been defended as 
an investigation not of the press, but 
of Communism, We have recently 
lived through a period when, apparent- 
ly. any person or institution could be 
pilloried by investigation if charged in 
any quarter whatsoever with alleged 
Communism. 


There have been investigations of 
charges of Communist infiltration into 
churches, but, of course, not an inves- 
tigation of churches Yet, Mr. Pres- 
ident, under the open-book charges now 
in vogue, what is to prevent a commit- 
tee which is bigoted against a certain 
church or religion from looking for 
Communism in that particular church? 

Is this not carte blanche for commil- 
tees of varying views to investigate 
trade unions, banks. colleges, libraries, 
telephone exchanges, fish hatcheries, 
schools, or temperance groups—al!, of 
course, in the name of ferreting out 
Communism’?

‘Way to Coercive Pressure’ 


What can be the significance of 
searching out and questioning news- 
paper employes whose background may 
include Communist associations, if it is 
not the implication that the presence 
of these employes has somehow affected 
the editorial policies of a newspaper? 

If it is not the press which is being 
investigated, then why look for Com- 
munists or ex-Communists specifically 
among newspaper employes at all, any 
more than specifically among lawyers 
or farmers or nurses or musicians? Is 
it not Russia which has government 
control of its press? 

It is both wrong and dangerous to 
encourage the inference that occasional 
newspaper employes with Communist 
backgrounds have shaped the press 
into a tool of a totalitarian conspiracy. 

It is wrong, because it takes no con- 


gressional investigators to know that 
the exact opposite is the case. It is 
dangerous, because it points the way to 
coercive pressure on the editorial pol- 
icies of any newspaper which offends 
anyone in the position to investigate. 

It creates the threat that, by the very 
act of investigating one newspaper and 
not another, a congressional committee 
or grand jury may single out a seg- 
ment of the press which reports facts 
or favors editorial policies not in agree- 
ment with those of a particular com- 
mittee or prosecutor. 

A committee in favor of public power 
could probe the personnel of a news- 
paper sympathetic to the private utility 
companies. If a newspaper supports 
liberalization of our immigration laws, 
a committee opposing that step may 
decide to investigate whether foreign- 
born citizens have conspired to infil- 
trate the press. 


As Walter Lippmann Put It

The danger was well stated by 
distinguished columnist, Mr. 
Lippmann: 

“The crucial question posed by the 
Eastland committee is whether Con- 
gress has the power to censor the indi- 
vidual employes of a newspaper. If a 
congressional committee has that power 
in case of employes who are, have been, 
or are charged with being Communists, 
what is to stop future congressional 
committees from censoring newspaper 
employment on other grounds” 


“Let the political climate change, let 
it become again like that of the ‘30s, 
on what legal ground is Congress to 
be challenged if it chooses to investi- 
gate the influence on the press of cor- 
porate interests, if, for example, it de- 
mands a public accounting of the fi- 
nancial connections and interests of 
publishers, editors, and reporters?” 

Mr. President, {f support for the 
rights and liberties of our free press 
were to be granted only on a basis of 
reciprocity, no Senator would have less 
reason than | to make the speech I am 
making today. 


In my own state there are, IT believe, 
21 daily newspapers. In the 1954 cam- 
paign in Oregon, 18 of these’ papers 
supported my Republican opponent. 


Government and Its Censors 


Indeed, Mr. President, about the only 
party that I know of which seems to 
have infiltrated our press to any de- 
gree is the Republican party, for about 
80 or 90 per cent of our daily papers 
and national magazines seem to think 
the Republican party can do no wrong 

The press opposes many policies 
which I support. But I would not think 
of encouraging any congressional in- 
vestigation which would put the slight- 
est governmental pressure on any seg- 
ment of our press. 

Whatever faults may be its as to po- 
litical partisanship, taste, thoroughness, 
and literary quality—and I believe they 
are many—the American press has 
demonstrated a high and consistent de- 
gree of loyalty to the basic tenets of 
freedom and liberty on which this na- 
tion was founded. Its faults are not a 
matter for congressional inquiry but, 
rather, are something to be judged by 
public opinion, and to be corrected by 
the press itself, from within. 

Thomas Jefferson, the foremost lib- 
eral statesman in our history, said that 
“no government ought to be without 
censors: and where the press is free, 
no one ever will.”

Periodically through its 50-year his- 

tory the Burns Club of St Louis has 
published for the benefit of its mem- 
bers and other lovers of Burns through- 
out the world slim volumes containing 
the addresses delivered before it at its 
annual meeting on the bard's birthday, 
Jan. 25. The present volume .is the 
seventh in the series which began in 
191] It is similar to the athens in 
format and is no way inferior to them 
in interest. Both in appearance and in 
eloquence of the tributes paid to “the 
immortal memory” ‘it attains a high 
standard 

The volume does special honor to the 
club’s founder and first president, Wil- 
liam K. Bixby, who was its patron and 
guiding light until his death in 1931. 

Members whose orations are included 
in this volume are: William MacDonald, 
John W. Calhoun, A. Mervyn Davies, 
Ronald Beasley, 
Alexander M. Buch- 
an and Lemoine 
Skinner Jr. In ad- 
dition, Thomas S. 
Duncan contributes 
a history of the 
club, which ap- 
peared in the Mis- 
souri Historical So- 
ciety’s Bulletin, and 
William Charles 
tells the story of 
the Burns Club 
Room, which is 
built into the St 
Louis Artists Guild 
sSuilding on Union 
avenue. It is quite safe to apply the 
overworked word unique to describe the 
way in which the memory of the Scots 
tish poet is being kept alive and cher- 
ished nearly 200 years after his birth. 

There are no fewer than 368 federated 
Burns clubs in the world (the St. 
Louis club is numbered 220), with 
more being formed every year. They 
circle the globe from Scotland to Aus- 
tralasia, from North America to India. 
What other poet is there who is hon- 
ored by such a widespread festival? 

It is to be hoped that the supply of 
Scots to provide the hard core and true 
spirit of such a club as the Burns Club 
will not run short, and that 1965 will 
see yet another volume like this one.

Four years’ of deficient pre- 
cipitation has caused an enorm- 
ous loss of trees in the 16,000,- 
000 acres of Missouri forest 
land. The southeastern Ozarks 
‘appear to have suffered the 
greatest loss A recent cruise 
by the National Forest rangers 
on 500 acres of land in the Cane 
Creek drainage area in Butler 
county revealed a 50 per cent 
loss of the merchantable. oak 
timber. 

The black, scarlet and black- 
jack oaks were the least resist- 
tant to the prolonged drouth. 
The white oaks, post oak and 
pine fared somewhat better, and 
the tough hickories were the 
most resistant of all species 
The loss of timber in the Poplar 
Bluff area of the Shawnee Na- 
tional Forest alone was esti- 
mated by Ranger Paul R. Lars- 


son to be around 20,000,000 
board feet or equivalent to 
about seven years’ timber cut- 


ting under their selective cut- 
ting plan 

Larsson said that the year 
1956 was continuing the longest 
‘winter drouth since the Forest 
Service came to Missouri in 
1933 “Over most of the area 
less than two inches of rain has 
allen since early November,’ 
he said. “The fire situation dur- 
ing November and December 
was not serious but January has 
been the reverse. Fire lookouts 
have reported more wild fires 
this month than in the past 
<everal vears.”’

There were fewer fires in 
1955. White said, totaling 1905, 
compared with 2999 in the pre- 
vious year. The burn totaled 
92.250 acres, contrasted with 
85.298 in 1954. During Decem- 
ber there were 130 fires that 
burned 736 acres. The fire rec- 
ord for 1955 in the national 
forests of Missouri. Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio was the best 
in history, according to Lars- 
son. There were only 429 fires 
burning 2088 acres. The five- 
year average previous to ‘55 
was 847 fires per yvear which 
destroved 15.720 acres. 

Some 2000 acres were re- 
cently burned over in Bollinger 
county and there has been an 
epidemic of small fires through- 
out the state. Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Illinois also are suf- 
fering from the severe drouth. 
Only rains or snows of major 
proportions can relieve the 
situation 

Loss for Game in Areas. 
*« The great loss of timber in 
the Ozarks not only presents 
an unfavorable economic con- 
dition but also means a loss of 


game. Deers and squirrels, es- 
pecially depend on the acorn 
crop for winter forage, and 
ducks and quail feed on the 


smaller acorns provided by the 
pin oaks. In the fire-swept 
areas the ground is blackened 
and charred with the ravages of 
the wild fires and both food 
and cover have been destroved. 

Predators find easy hunting 
in these areas and are taking a 
heavy toll. Rabbits were re- 
ported in the early fall in great 
abundance but lack of water, 
food and cover, has. greatly re- 
duced their numbers. No doubt 
the deer and squirrel popula- 
tion likewise will dwindle, due 
to the lack of acorns, and it is 
safe to predict even this early 
that next year’s squirrel popu- 
lation will be much less than 
the previous year. It also will 
possibly affect the deer herd be- 


cause the  birthrate § alwavs 
takes a drop after a lean win- 
te! 

Missouri's major 


Springs are 
flowing less gallonage of water 
than they have in six years and 
the spring-fed Ozarks streams 
are the lowest in historv. Smal] 
creeks and branches have com 
pletely dried up and many farm 
ponds are either bone-dry or 
contain only a small amount of 
water. Game has been forced to 
migrate to the larger streams 
and the outlying hills are al- 
most barren of bird or beast. 

The recent snow will furnish 
temporary respite from the 
acute fire danger, and, if more 
well-spaced moisture is forth- 
coming, the fire threat will be 
further minimized. But, even 
then, it will be too little and 
too late to save a sizable portion 
of Missouri's timberland 

The one favorable aspect of 
the situation is that all] 
ing activities have closed in 
Missouri except for § rabbits. 
Hunters are often blamed for 
starting wild fires. It is some- 
times true but more often they 
originate from other sources. 
Regardless of their origin, the 
fields and forests of Missouri, 
as well as many neighboring 
States, are a tinder box, Every 
prevention precaution § should 
be taken. The killing of thou- 
sands of trees has been an irre- 
parable loss

BOSTON, Jan. 25 (AP)—Au- 
thorities said last night they 
believe five gangland murders. 
an attempted murder and a 
suicide grew out of the $1.219.- 
000 Brink’s robbery of 1950 

The disclosure came as three 
Brink’s suspects were moved to 
other prisons from Charles 
street jail in a gradual sepa- 
ration of six members of the 11- 
man gang accused of the largest 
cash robbery in United States 
history. 

Authorities listed those they 
believe killed because they 
“knew too much” as 

John H. Carlson, a Boston 
bookmaker and friend of Jo- 
seph J. (Specs) O'Keefe, the 
robber who turned informer 
on the rest of the alleged 
gang. Carlson disappeared 
during the summer of 1954. 

Carlton O’Brien, 49 years 

old, of West Warwick, R.L., 

once named by a Rhode Is- 
land state prison inmate as 
the mastermind of the Brink's 
job. O’Brien was found shot 
to death outside his home 

May 17, 1952

39. of Brookline, salesman,

Guy Parella—also known as 
Kid Morgan—of Boston.

James Bratsos, also of Bos- 
ton.

There was serious hesitation 
because of these warnings, but 
they were ignored in the end, 
quite largely because of the 
boldness of Gen. Clay.

And the 
President did not take himself 
out, but instead wrote a letter 
so strongly stressing the prob- 
lem of his health that it left 
him just as uncommitted as 
ever 

The same pattern appears 
again in the incident of the re- 
vival of the Citizens for Eisen- 
hower. Some weeks ago, for- 
mer leaders of the Citizens for 
Eisenhower went to the Presi- 
dent. They wanted to circulate 
a letter calling the 1952 citizens 
into action again; and they 
wanted the President to approve 
it. He replied that he could 
only approve the letter if the 
avowed object was to organize 
support for his policies and pro- 
gram; he would not approve a 
letter specifically seeking to or- 
ganize support for his candi- 
dacy 

Three Names on Letter. 

With this presidentially im- 
posed restriction, the letter 
would have had no point. Hence 
the project was dropped by its 
first originators. Yet revival of

In January, 1946, I held a series of meetings in my office 
to examine the various plans suggested for a centralized in- 
telligence authority. My inclination was to favor the plan worked 
out by the Army and the Navy, with the ’”4id of Admiral Souers, 
and I was ready to put it into effect. Harold Smith, Director of 
the Budget, however, urged postponement so that the people 
in his bureau could make a thorough analysis of it 

“Harold,” I said, turning to Smith. “I know you have expert 
intelligence men in your office, but I like this plan. If your 
people can make it better, that’s all right.

~ C.LA. Set Up by Executive Order. 


On January 20, 1946, I issued an executive order setting up 
the Central Intelligence group. I placed it under the supervision 
of a National Intelligence Authority, which was made up of the 
Secretaries of State, War and the Navy and my personal repre- 
sentative, Admiral Leahy. I also appointed a director of Central 
Intelligence, naming Rear Admiral Souers 


setting the new 


Before issuing the executive order up 
agency, I ordered the Office of Strategic Services dissolved. 
Part of their staff and work was taken over by the State De- 


partment and part by the War Department. 

Admiral Souers had been waiting to return to private life 
and I assured him that soon as the Army, Navy and State 
Departments would agree upon a candidate acceptable to me, I 
would release him. About six months later, General Hovt Van- 
denberg, head of the air intelligence set-up, was unanimously 


as 


recommended, and I appointed him to be the first permanent 
director. I was glad, however, that Admiral Souers agreed to 
stay on as consultant to Vandenberg 

Under the new intelligence arrangement I now began to 


receive a daily digest and summary of the information obtained 
abroad. I also was given all information sent abroad by the 
State Department to our ambassadors, as well as that sent by the 
Navy and War Departments to their forces, whenever these mes- 
sages might have influence on our foreign policy.

T ones is not enough “togetherness” in home and school 


and society today, and we need it, a lot of It. By that 

word I mean a feeling of belonging to something and 

someone for the sake of the strength of spirit that belong- 
ing brings. 

Our families are likely 
to be groups of individ- 
uals, each with his own 
interests, his own plans 
and program. That is fine 
as far as it makes for in- 
dependence and self-help, 
but there is a time in 
everyone's life when lone- 
liness of spirit overcomes 
him and he longs to belong 
to somebody or something 
where he can feel a com- 
forting nearness. 
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WHEN A FAMILY PRAYS together, sings together, 
works on a common project toward a common end, this 
sense of belonging is strong and gives each unit of the 
group a feeling of importance, strength and power. Too, it 
brings a certain spiritual sympathy that is finer than bare 
family loyalty because it has been touched by this spirit.

COMMON SENSE tells us we shall have to have large 
classes and manage to teach them, as we always have. Then 
why not use the strength of the big group, why not use the’ 
emotional power the big group can generate, for the aid to 
pleasant learning it can be? 

Once the schools had “concert work.” The teacher, 
after having taught the lesson, reviewed and tested it, then 
let the class chant it or part of it, together. Take a poem, 
a multiplication table, the list of states and their capitals, 
and the whole class chant it. It was a great relief to the 
children forced to silence for hours on end. It gave courage 
to the timid ones, strength to the failing ones, and lifted 
the spirit of the whole group with an emotional! force that 
knit the group into a class.

Nature is conditioned to some 
extent by heredity and by en- 
vironment, though not caused 
or determined by them. More 
jmportant than external influ- 
ences in determining nature is 
discipline by which our various 
tendencies impulses, instincts, 
cravings and urges are brought 
under a moral motive. The
